The  report  on  Polity  wa.  also  considered  and  similarly  dealt  with;  but  it  w:u^ 
distinctly  affirmed  that  a  number  of  details  would  require  to  be  added  to  it  next  ye.ir 
in  order  that  it  should  be  as  complete  as  necessary. 

The  report  on  the  Ministry  was  exan.ine.l  and  approved  of  up  "^1';^  <;"J  "[  "'^ 
section  printed.  The  subject  of  the  relation  of  the  minister  to  the  doctrines  of  the 
Church  was  taken  up,  but  further  consideration  was  deferred  till  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Joint  Committee. 

Further,  it  was  agreed  to  obtain  as  far  as  possible,  tte  benefit  ol>uggest ions  from 
member,  of  the  negofia.ing  churches  intere-ed  in  the  different  toP''!  ""'  "  .^^^'^  V 
in  order  that  the  Joint  Committee  at  their  next  meeting  might,  as  far  as  practicable, 
complete  their  work  on  these  subjects. 

Besides  general  suggestio.,s  of  any  kind,  the  Committee  will  welcome  specific  BUg- 
geetions  on  the  following  points:— 

The  subjects  which  should  fiiul  a  place  in  the  new  theological  curriculum. 
The  optional  subjects,  if  any,  tliat  are  to  bo  allowed. 

The  curriculum  in  Arts  of  those  students  who  do  not  take  the  B.A.  Course. 
The  subjects  to  he  taken  in  Arts  an.i  Theolo.y  by  tho,.e  students  taking  the  mixed 
course  in  Arts  and  Theology. 

The  number,  locality,  and  admi  tration  of  the  Cnivcrsitias  and  Collegers  of  the 
United  Church  and  their  curriculum 

In  accordance  with  the  request  contained  in  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  <  ieneral 
^ssembWr-  June  the  Executive  of  the  Joint  Committee  met  in  Toronto  durir^  the 
Stllowlg  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly  and  deci.led  that  .a  lette^  ^^'^J^ 
Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  Church  of  England  in  (  anada  ..nd  to  '^  ^Jf^J^ 
or  Presidents  of  the  various  Baptist  Conventions,  explaining  he  action  alrc.id>  taken 
bv  he  o"t  Committee,  and  extending  to  the  authorities  of  the  '^hurches  nanied  a  •■or.ha 
invitation  to  send  delegates  to  participate  in  further  discussions,  should  the>  consider 
it  advisable  to  d"  =o 


The  replies  to  this  invitation  were  submitted  to  the  Joint  Committee,  and,  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  small  sub-Comniittee  to  whom  they  were  referred,  the  following 
deliverance  was  unanimously  adopted. 

"The  Committee  receive  with  much  gratification  the  cordial  and  brotherly  answer* 
returned  by  the  representatives  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Can.ida  and  of  the  Baptist 
Church  to  the  invitation  extendec,  !o  them  to  enter  into  negotiations  as  to  union  with 
our  three  churches,  and  in  view  of  their  answers,  rec.mmenj  that  the  foUowinr  action 
be  taken: — 

"(1)  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  choose  a  Committee  of 
fifteen  to  confer  with  any  delegation  that  may  be  appointed  bv  the  Church  of  England 
on  the  question  of  the  union. 

''(2)  That  a  Committee  of  seven  l)e  appointed  to  meet  any  representatives  which 
the  M.tntime  Union  of  Baptist  Churches  may  choose  to  discuss  the  question  of  federal 
union.  The  Committee  to  consist  of  three  Presbyterians,  three  Methodists  and  one 
Congregationalist,  to  be  chosen  by  the  separate  delegations  at  the  close  of  this  session. 

"(3)  That  the  lUion  Committee  empower  the  Executive  to  choos.  Committee 
to  meet  and  confer  with  repres  tatives  appointed  by  the  Baptist  Unio:,  of  Ontario 
and  Quebec." 

The  Joint  Committee  decided  tliat  its  next  meeting  should  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Toronto  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  September. 

.\fter  the  Joint  Committee  had  concluded  its  labours,  your  Committee  met,  as  it  had 
done  several  times  during  the  inte  als  between  the  sessions  of  the  Joint  Committee, 
and  the  following  motion.  i)ropo..  )  Dv  Principal  MacLaren,  was  unanimouslv  agreed 
to. 

.  f ''^  *^"oiw"''t>ee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  sense  of  the  frank,  brotherly  and 
judicial  spirit  by  which  the  deliberations  ot  the  Joint  Committee  have  been  distinguished 
and  their  thankfulness  for  the  solid  progress  which  has  been  made.  They  are  of  opinion 
that  tlie  labours  of  the  Joint  Committee  have  now  reached  a  stage  at  which  these  would 
benefit  by  such  suggestions  as  members  of  the  negotiating  Churches,  conversant  with 
the  .ipecial  topics,  might  be  able  to  furnish;  and  they  resolve  that  this  be  made  a  rep- 
resentation to  the  .\ssembly.  They  appoint  the  Convener  and  Secretary,  along  with 
Principal  MacLaren,  as  a  sub-Committee  to  draft  a  report  for  the  .\.ssemblv,  along 
with  a  resolution,  which  it  should  be  .isked  to  adopt;  the  report  and  the  resolution 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  after  the  opening  of  the  .•^- 
semblv.

"  But  we  liojie,  as  a  result  of  the  future  action  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  said  bodies, 
that  a  simpler  and  more  liberal  expression  of  doctrine  than  that  now  under  consideration 
ma;  be  settled  upon,  and  that  of  Polity  and  Administration  there  may  be  preserved  in 
the  new  organization  the  best  elements  of  the  three  great  systems." 

The  Hev.  Dr.  Sutherland  submitted  the  following  report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Church  Union: 

"Subsequent  to  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Connnittee  in  JJcceniber  laat,  some  regret 
was  expressed  by  sundrj-  ministers  and  members  of  the  negotitu  .r  Churches  tliat  the 
proposed  scheme  did  not  embrace  other  denominations  besides  the  three  who  had  hitherto 
taken  part  in  the  discussions.  This  fact,  with  other  considerations,  led  the  (Jeneral  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  met  in  the  City  of  London,  in  June,  lllOti,  to  for- 
mulate a  resolution  re<iU4st;ng  your  K.vecutive  Committee  to  take  some  action  in  the 
premises.  A  meeting  of  the  Executive  was  summoned  accordinslv  to  meet  in  Toronto, 
when  the  matter  received  careful  and  sympathetic  consideration,  "and  it  wa.s  decided  to 
awldress  a  fnendly  letter  to  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  Church  of  England  in 
Canada,  and  to  the  Chairmen  or  Presidents  of  the  various  Baptist  conventions,  explaining 
the  action  alreatly  taken  liy  the  Joint  liiion  Committee,  and  extending  to  the  authorities 
of  the  Churches  name<l  a  cordial  invitation  to  send  delegates  to  participate  in  lunher 
discussions,  should  they  consider  it  advisable  to  do  so.  In  accor.lance  wiili  that  decision 
the  following  letter  was  sent: 

"ToHoNTo  August  1st,  iy06. 

"It  is  iloubtless  within  your  knowledge  t  hat  during  the  i)a.st  two  vears  duly  appointed 
representatives  of  the  Presbyterian,  .Methodist  and  Congn'gational  Churches' of  Canaila 
have  been  conferring  together  as  to  the  possibility  of  imiting  the  thive  bodies  in  one  Chri.- 
tian  communion.  Two  sessions  of  the  Joint  I'nion  Committee  have  been  held  the  first 
in  December,  lil04.  the  second  in  December,  !!«).-).  At  the  lirM  .session,  the  proceedings 
consisted  chiefly  of  free  conversations  touching  important  points  that  were  likely  to  arise, 
which  was  followed  by  the  appointnicnt  ot  certain  sub-committees  to  consider  jiarlicular 
asipccts  of  the  question.  \t  the  .ses.sion  held  in  December,  lltO.').  the  sub-coiimiitiees  re- 
ported, when  it  wa-s  found  thai  a  Statement  of  Doctrine  had  been  formulated,  and  some 
progress  had  been  nijule  in  regard  to  Polity,  the  .Ministry,  Administraiidii,  and  Law  as 
afiecting  questions  of  pro|)eny  in  the  event  of  I'nion.  Alter  a  mo.st  harmonious  session, 
lasting  several  days,  the  .loint  CoMjmiliee,  consisting  of  over  one  hundred  members,  were 
practically  unanimous  in  accepting  the  .-statement  of  Doctrine,  iis  containing  nothing 
to  which  any  ol  ihe  negotialing  (  hurches  could  object,  and  were  ccpially  unanimous  in 
the  opinion  thai  nothing  had  yet  shown  itself  that  need  prove  an  insu|)c^rable  barrier  to 
further  negotiations  for  Inion. 

"'Since  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  I'nion  Commiltee  in  Dccemlier  liiit .  sundry  |Hrsons 
in  the  denomiiiations  above  mentioned,  have  expressed  an  earnest  wish  that,  if  found 
pra"ticable,  the  scope  of  the  movement  might  be  widened  so  as  to  includi^  al  least  the 
Anglican  and  Baptist  communion>:  and  this  livnd  of  thoutht  has  b.-cn  crnpliasized,  so 
far  its  the  Church  of  Ijifland  is  concerned,  by  Ihe  \itteiiiniis  of  a  distinguished  prelate  of 
that  conwnurii..ri,  in  an  addn'ss  delivered  before  Ihe  (iencral  .\ssembly  of  the  Pn.sl.y- 
terian  Church  ai  its  recent  s,.ssi,,n  in  the  city  of  London.  That  addie>s,  coupled  with 
nih.r  «eiifhty  con.sidenitions,  -o  impresse.1  Ihe  .Vssrinbly  that  a  resolution  was  adopted 
rec|ue.sting  the  Executive  of  the  ,hiiiit  I'nion  Coimmttee  to  lake  action  in  Ihe  pi-eniisea. 
The  request  vva.s  con.sidercil  at  a  meeting  of  the  ICxeeuiive  CoMunittee  helil  a  short  time 
ago,  and  it  was  unanim.,us|y  r.s„lved  that  a  htler  be  addressed  lo  Ihe  .Vrchbislmps  and 
Bisho|>s  of  the  Chureh  ot  luukind  in  Canad.-i  iind  to  the  Chairmen  of  llu'  various  Baptist 
I  nions  a.isuring  tlicm  that  if  il»y  deem  il  desirabli'  and  practicable  thai  iln'lr  ii.s|Hctive 
communions  .sIkhiM  parlicipale  in  ihe  discus.sirm  of  a  g.neral  union  movement,  anv  dele- 
gnles  who  ni;iy  be  appointed  with  that  end  in  view  Hill  b.'  most  corilially  wel.'oinei 
thr  .session  .,i  ihc  JoinI    i  nion  (  oiiMMiiiee  lo  i.e  lieid  in    idroni,,  m   lii-cember  iii-\t.

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'"We  beg  to  assure  vou  that  it  was  not  by  design  that  the  Anglican  and  Baptist 
Churches  were  not  included  in  the  first  proposals,  for  the  desire  of  those  who  initiated  the 
movement  is  to  gee  one  Protestant  Church  in  Canada;  but  although  circumstances  seemed 
to  indicate  the  possibility  of  a  union  of  three  bodies— Presbyterian.  Methwiist  and  Con- 
gregational, there  may  have  been  a  latent  impression  that  the  time  was  not  n\w  for  a  more 
comprehensive  scheme.  Nevertheless,  if  the  Church  you  represent  is  willing  to  join  ui  an 
eame-st  etTort  to  reunite  the  now  divided  Protestant  Christians  of  the  Dominion,  we  shall 
rejoice  greatly,  and  will  extend  to  your  delegates  the  heartiest   welcome. 

'■■We  are  sending  under  separate  cover  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint  liiion 
Coiiunittee  at  the  two  .sessions  above  referred  to,  that  you  may  know  what  has  been  done 
down  to  the  present  date.  Should  your  Church  decide  to  take  part  in  future  contcrences 
it  should  be  mulenstood  that  the  delegates  who  might  be  appointed  are  not  commuted  m 
advance  to  what  has  already  been  .lone,  though  much  of  it  woukl  prol)ably  meet  their 
approval.

The  Joint  Conmiittee  resumc<l  at  7.30,  and  was  opened  with  devotional  services. 

Consideration  of  the  interim  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Polity  was  resume<l. 
Simdrj'  amendments  were  discussetl,  and  ultimately  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 
(For  report,  as  amended,  see  Reports  of  Sub-Committees,  No.  2). 

A  hymn  was  sung  and  the  Benediction  pronounced,  after  which  the  Joint  Committee 
adjoume<l  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  September,  1907. 

The  Reports  of  the  various  Sub-Committees  aa  adopted  by  the  Joint  Comtnittf  are 
appended  hereto,  and  the  whole  is  published  by  authority  of  the  Committee  for  the  in- 
fonnatioii  uf  the  Churc&ea  coneen  ed.

1.    REPORT    OF  THE   SUB-COMMITTEE    ON    DOCTRINE. 

Wf,  the  reprcsciitativ  )f  the  Presbyterian  thjrch  in  Canada,  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  of  the  Coiigrtv  ional  Churches  in  Canada,  building  upon  the  founda.ion 
of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himself  being  the  chief  conier-stone,  'rm 
our  belief  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  ■  the  primary  sourct  and 
ultimate  st.ai.dard  of  Christian  faith  and  Ufe.  We  acU..3wledge  the  teaching  of  the  great 
Creeds  of  the  ancient  Church.  We  further  maintain  our  all  giancc  to  the  evangelical 
doctrines  of  tin;  Heforniation,  as  set  foith  in  common  in  the  standards  adopted  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  the  doctrinal  statement  adopted  by  the  Cong-egational 
Union  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  in  18S6,  and  in  the  Standards  of  Doctrine  and  .v. tides  of 
Religion  accepted  by  thi  Methodist  Church,  and  commend  them  to  the  studiou.4  attention 
of  the  united  Church,  and  present  tiie  accompanying  report  as  a  brief  summarj-  of  this 
faith: 

ARTiCLr  I. — 0/  God. — We  believe  in  the  one  only  living  and  true  OckI,  who  is  a  Spirit, 
infinite,  eternal  and  imchangeable  in  His  being  and  perfections;  the  Lord  Almighty,  most 
just  in  all  His  ways,  most  glorious  in  holiness,  unsearchable  in  wisdom,  plenteous  in  mercy, 
fuil  of  love  and  compassion,  and  abundant  in  gomlness  and  truth.  We  worship  Him, 
Father.  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  three  persons  in  one  Godhead,  one  in  sc'.  anc.  ami  equal 
in  power  and  glory, 

Artui.k  II.— 0/  Kfvihtion.—Wc.  believe  that  « iotl  's  re  .-alcd  in  part  im  nature,  in 
historj-  and  in  the  heart  of  man;  that  He  has  iv  uk  gracioa-s  and  clearer  rc\('lations  of 
Himself  to  men  of  (lod  who  spaUo  as  they  were  m  .ved  l)y  the  Holy  Spirit;  that  He  has 
fully  and  perfectly  re\eale(l  Himself  in  .Icsus  Christ,  I  lie  Word  made  liesli,  who  is  the  bright- 
nes.s  of  the  Father's  glorj'  and  the  express  itnage  of  His  person.  We  receive  as  the  word 
of  (io<l.  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  life,  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  OM  Testament 
and  New  Testament,  given  by  inspi'-aMon  to  bi  the  faithful  record  of  Clod's  gracious  re- 
velations and  the  sure  \vitne.-s  to  Christ. 

.XnTicT.K  III.  -Of  the  IHnne  Purpnxr. — We  believe  'h.at  0  na!,  wise,  holy  and 

loving  purpose  of  (io<l  oi<il)races  all  evep's,  so  that  while  the  frei  of  man  is  not  taken 

away,  nor  is  God  the  autlim  of  sin,  yet  in  His  providence  He  makes  al!  things  work  together 
in  the  fulfilment  of  His  sovereign  design  and  the  manifestation  of  His  glory. 

.\rtici.e  l\'.—  (>f  Creation  and  Providence. — Wc  believe  that  God  is  the  creator, 
upholder  and  governor  of  all  things;  th.^t  He  is  above  all  His  works  and  in  them  all;  and 
that  He  made  man  in  His  own  image,  meet  for  fellowship  with  Him.  free  and  able  to  choose 
between  good  and  e\il,  and  responsible  to  His  Maker  and  Lord. 

.\rtici.e  v.— 0/  the  Sin  <>/  .\lan. — Wp  believe  that  our  first  parents,  being  teinptcil, 
chose  evil,  and  so  fell  ^way  from  Go<l  ".i.d  came  u.uler  the  power  of  sin.  the  penally  of 
which  is  eternal  death;  and  that,  by  eason  of  this  disobedience,  we  and  all  nicii  are  bom 
with  a  sinful  nrture,  that  we  have  bro'en  God's  law  and  that  no  man  ran  be  saved  but  by 
His  grace. 

Artici.k  VI. — Of  the  Clrac^.  of  God. — We  oehcve  that  God,  out  of  His  great  Irve  for  the 
world.  hoA  given  His  only  begotten  Son  to  be  the  Saviou;  of  sinners,  and  in  the  Gospel 
freely  ofTers  His  all-sufficient  salvation  to  all  men,  We  believe  also  that  God,  in  His 
own  good  pleiusurc.  gave  to  His  Son  a  people,  an  inninnerable  multitude,  chosen  in  Chri.'-l 
unto  hoi:  le-is,  service  and  salvation. 

.\rticle  VII.— O/  the  Lord  Jcrus  Christ.— Wa  believe  in  .and  confess  the  Lord  .Jesus 
Christ,  the  only  .Mediator  between  God  and  man.  who.  being  the  Eternal  Son  of  <io«i,  for 
us  men  and  fo'  our  salvation  bec:ime  truly  man.  being  conceived  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
boni  of  the  Virgin  Mary-,  yet  without  sin.  Unto  us  He  has  revealed  the  Father,  by  His 
Wonl  and  Spirit,  making  known  the  perfect  will  of  God.     For  our  re<lemption  He  fulfilled 
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all  righteousness,  offenjd  Himself  a  perfect  sacrifice  on  the  cross,  satisfied  Divine  justice 
and  ma<le  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world.  He  rose  from  the  dead  and  as- 
cended into  heaven,  where  He  ever  intercedes  for  us.  In  the  hearts  of  believers  He  abides 
forever  iu*  the  indwelling  Christ;  above  us  and  ove--  us  all  He  rules;  wherefore,  unto  Him 
we  render  love,  obedience  and  adoration  as  our  Prophet,  Priest  and  King. 

.\rticle  VIII.— 0/  the  Holy  Spirit.— We  believe  in  the  Hoi;  Spirit,  the  Lord  and 
Giver  of  Life,  who  proceeds  from  the  P'ather  and  the  Son,  who  moves  upon  the  hearts  of 
men  to  restrain  them  from  evil  and  to  incite  them  unto  good,  and  whom  the  Father  is 
ever  willing  to  give  unto  all  wno  ask  Him.  \\'e  believe  that  H^  lias  spoken  by  holy  men 
of  ('"Oil  in  making  known  His  truth  to  men  for  their  salvation;  that,  through  our  exalted 
Saviour,  He  was  sent  forth  in  power  to  convict  the  worM  of  sin,  to  enlif^hten  men's  minds 
in  'he  knowledge  of  Christ,  and  to  persuade  and  enable  them  to  obey  the  call  of  the  Gospel; 
and  that  He  abides  with  the  Church,  dwelling  in  even,-  believer  as  the  .spirit  of  truth,  of 
holiness,  of  comfort  and  of  love. 

.\KTirLK  IX. — Of  Regeneration. — We  believe  in  the  necessity  of  regeneration,  whereby 
we  are  made  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jejius  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  who  imparts  spiritual  life 
by  the  gracious  and  mysterious  ope:  ition  of  Hij  power,  using  as  the  ordinary  means  the 
truths  of  His  word  and  the  ordinances  of  DiWne  appointment  in  ways  agreeable  to  the 
nature  of  man. 

.\rtici.k  X. — 0/  Faith  and  Repentance. — We  believe  that  faith  in  Christ  is  a  saving 
grace  whereby  we  receive  Him,  trust  in  Him  and  rest  upon  Him  alone  for  salvation,  as  He 
is  offered  to  iis  in  the  Gcspel.  and  that  this  saving  faith  is  always  accompanied  by  repen- 
tance, wherein  we  confess  anil  foi-sake  our  sins  with  full  purpose  of  and  endeavour  after  a 
new  obe<iience  to  God. 

.\htkle  Xl.—Oj  J ufttificauun  and  Sonship. — We  ijeheve  that  God  pardons  our  sins 
and  a«i  i;ptr  us  as  righteous  solely  on  the  ground  of  the  perfect  obedience  and  sacrifice  of 
Christ .  received  by  faith  alone,  and  that  believers  are  adopted  as  sons  of  God,  with  a  right 
to  all  the  privileges  therein  implied,  including  a  conscious  assurance  of  their  sonship. 

.\rtklk  Wl.-Oj  Sanctification.  -We  believe  tha*.  tiio.se  who  are  regenerated  and 
justified  grow  in  the  likeness  of  Christ,  through  fellowsliip  with  Him,  the  indwelling , of 
the  Holy  Sf>irit,  and  obedience  to  the  truth;  that  a  holy  hfe  is  the  fruit  and  e\idence  of 
saving  faith:  and  that  the  belie ver'>  hoix;  of  continuance  in  such  a  hfe  is  in  the  preserving 
grace  of  God.  .\n(l  we  beheve  that  m  this  growth  in  grace  Christians  may  attain  that 
maturity  and  full  :u<surance  of  faith  whereby  the  love  nf  God  is  made  perfect  in  us. 

.\ktii  i.K  XIII.  -O/  Iht-  Law  oj  Cod.  -We  belie'e  that  the  law  bf  (Jod,  revoaleti  in  the 
Ten  Cdnunanilnients.  .and  more  clearly  disclo-ed  in  the  womIb  of  Christ,  is  foiever  estab- 
hshed  in  truth  and  equity,  so  that  no  human  work  shall  .'lUidp  except  it  be  Inult  on  this 
foundation.  We  believe  that  <io<l  riMiuircs  of  everv-  man  to  do  justly,  to  love  mercy,  and 
to  walk  humbly  with  God;  and  'hat  only  through  this  harmony  with  the  will  of  tloil  shall 
hf  fulfilled  that  hrolherhootl  of  man  wherein  the  king.lom  of  God  is  to  be  made  manifest. 

Ahtici.k  .\IV.  4)j  the  Chtirrli.  We  acknowleiige  one  holy  cathoUc  Church,  the 
innumerable  company  of  saints  of  every  age  and  nation,  who  being  uniteu  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  Christ  their  hp.id,  are  one  biMiy  in  Him,  and  have  connnunion  with  their  Lord 
and  with  one  another.  I- urther,  we  receive  it  a.s  the  will  of  Christ  that  His  Church  on  earth 
sho\ild  exist  as  a  visible  and  sacred  brolherhixKl,  consisting  of  those  who  profess  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ  and  obedience  to  Him,  together  with  their  children,  and  organized  for  the 
confession  of  His  n.ame,  for  the  public  worship  of  Go<i,  for  the  .idminist ration  of  th('  sacra- 
ments tor  the  upbuilding  of  the  saints;  and  for  the  universal  propagation  of  the  Gosjwl; 
and  we  acknowledge  as  a  part,  inon^  or  loss  pure,  of  this  universal  lirotherhood,  every 
particular  CInirch  throughout  the  worid  which  professes  this  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and 
obedience  to  Him  as  Dixnne  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Aht!'!K  XV. — <>!  th  .S,7<-r(im(H/,'c.  — Wo  acknowlediie  Biiptisin  and  the  Lord's  Supp«ir. 
the  two  sacraments  instituteil  by  Christ, to  be  of  ptirpetual  obhgatioii  as  signs  and  seals 
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of  the  covenant  rati*ieii  in  His  precious  blooU,  and  as  a  means  of  grace  by  which  He  doth 
work  invisibly  h.  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and  .comfort  our  faith 
in  Him,  and  also  through  the  observande  of  which  His  Church  is  to  confess  her  Lord  and  be 
visibly  distinguished  from  the  rest  of  the  world. 

(1)  Baptism  with  water  into  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Iloly 
Spirit  is  the  sacrament  instituted  by  our  Lord  to  signify  and  >»  il  our  union  to  Himself 
and  our  participation  in  the  blessings  of  the  new  covenant.  Ti  proper  subjects  of  bap- 
tism are  beUevers,  and  infants  presented  by  their  parents  or  guardians  in  the  Christian 
faith.  In  the  latter  caae  the  parents  or  guardians  should  train  up  their  children  in  the  nur- 
ture and  admonitio  ■  '-  tLe  Lord,  and  should  expect  that  their  children  will  receive,  by  the 
ofwration  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  benefits  which  the  Sacrament  is  designed  and  littcd  to 
convey.  The  Church  is  u-ider  the  most  solemn  obligation  to  provide  for  their  Christian 
instruction. 

{2)  The  Loid's  Supper  is  the  .-^  rament  of  communion  with  Christ  and  with  His 
P'ople,  in  which  biead  and  wine  are  ven  and  received  in  thankful  remembrance  of  Him 
and  His  sacrifice  on  the  cross;  and  they  who  in  faith  receive  the  same  do,  after  a  si-nritual 
manntr,  partake  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  their  comfort,  nourish- 
ment ai  1  growth  in  grace.  All  may  be  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper  who  make  a  credible 
profefisio.   of  their  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  of  obedience  to  His  'aw. 

Article  XVL— 0/  Iht  Ministry. ~V,'e  believe  that  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  Supreme 
Head  of  the  Church,  has  appointed  therein  a  ministry  of  the  word  and  sacramc.its,  and 
calls  men  to  this  ministry;  that  the  Church,  'nder  the  eviido.nce  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ, 
recognizes  and  chooses  those  whom  He  calls,  and  should  thereupon  duly  ordain  them  to 
the  work  of  the  ministry. 

Aktici.e  XVIL — 01  Chun-h  Urdti  and  /■V./oics/up.— We  believe  that  the  Lord  jCsus 
Christ  is  the  S'  .e  Head  of  the  Church;  that  its  worship,  teaching,  discipline  and  govern- 
ment should  Ije  administered  according  to  His  will  by  persons  chosen  for  their  fitness 
and  dulv  set  apart  to  their  otiice;  and,  although  the  \-ftiolo  Church  may  contain  unworthy 
membere  and  is  Uable  to  err,  yet  believer>;  ought  not  lightly  to  separate  themoehes  from 
its  communion,  but  are  to  live  in  fellowship  with  their  brethi^n,  which  fellowship  is  to  be 
extended,  as  C.oti  gi  es  opportunity,  lo  all  who  in  every  plac;  call  upon  the  name  of  the 
Lord  .lesus. 

AhTicLE  Will.— 1»/  (/«■  Resunrctioi,  the  Last  Judgmenl,  tnd  the  Future  Li/c— We 
believe  t."a'  ;re  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  che  dead,  both  of  the  j'.st  and  of  the  unjust, 
through  tl..-  jwer  of  the  .Son  of  God,  who  shall  come  to  judge  the  Uving  and  the  dead; 
that  tlie  finally  impenitent  shall  sutTer  eternal  death,  and  the  righteous  ^hall  abide  in  bles.scd- 
ness  forever  with  God, 

.\rtici.e  XIX, —f>/  Ch-islian  Service  and  the  Final  Triumph.— We  believe  that  it  is 
our  duty,  as  servants  and  friends  of  Christ,  to  do  goo<l  unto  all  men,  to  maintain  the  i>ubUc 
and  private  worship  of  (aod,to  hallow  the  Lord's  l)ay,lo  preserve  the  inviolability  of  mar- 
riage and  the  sanctity  of  the  familv,  to  uphold  the  just  authority  of  the  State,  and  so  to  live 
in  all  honesty,  purity  and  charity,  th.it  our  lives  shall  testify  of  Christ .  We  jovf\illy  r- ceive 
the  word  of  Christ,  bidding  Hi  people  go  into  all  the  world  and  make  disciples  of  ail  na- 
tions, and  declare  unto  them  that  Gof!  «as  in  Christ  reconciling  the  wori-i  u.,to  Himself, 
that  He  will  have  all  men  to  he  saved  and  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  We 
confidently  believe  that  by  His  power  and  grace  all  His  enemies  shall  fiially  be  oyercoine, 
an<l  the  kingdoms  of  this  worid  shall  l>e  ma.lc  the  kingdom  of  our  Gml  and  of  His  Christ.

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2.  REPORT  OF  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  POLITY. 

Tht  Snb-Committee  on  Polity,  after  an  examination  of  the  forms  of  church  govern- 
ment of  -he  negotiating  Churches  and  the  practical  working  thereof,  i=  greatly  gratified 
to  find: 

1.  That  while  the  officers  and  courts  of  the  negotiating  Churches  may  bear  different 
names,  there  is  such  a  substantial  degree  of  similarity  in  the  duties  and  functions  of  these 
officers  and  courts. 

2.  That,  engaged  in  the  same  work,  with  the  same  object  in  view,  and  earnestly 
endeavouring  to  meet  the  conditions  confronting  the  Churches  in  Canoda,  the  negotiating 
Churches  have  been  steadily  approximating  more  nearly  to  each  other,  both  in  their  forms 
of  church  government  and  methods  of  administration. 

3.  That  there  are  distinctive  elements  in  each  which  would  add  to  the  efficiency  of 
a  united  Church,  and  which  can  be  preservetl  with  great  advantage  in  the  form  of  poUty 
to  be  adopted  for  the  united  Church. 

4.  That  in  this  view  it  is  possible  to  provide  for  substantial  congregational  freedom, 
and  at  the  same  time  secure  the  benefits  of  a  .strong  connexional  tie  pnd  eo-oiK'rative 
efficiency. 

lo  this  end  the  following  recommendations  are  submitted  as  setting  forth  the  leading 
principles  to  be  recognized  in  framing  the  polity  of  the  united  Church. 

I.  THK  cHrncH. 

1.  The  members  of  the  Church  shall  be  the  members  of  the  uniting  denominations, 
and  such  others  as  may  hereafter  become  members  of  the  united  Church. 

2.  The  unit  of  organization  for  the  united  Church  shall  be  the  pa.storal  charge,  circuit 
or  congregation. 

3.  The  governing  botlies  or  co\irts  of  the  Church,  higher  than  the  pastoral  charge, 
shall  be; 

(a)  The  Presbv-tery,  District  Meeting  or  .\ssociation. 

(b)  The  .\nnual  Conference,  Synod  or  Union. 

(c)  The  General  Council,  Conference  or  As,seml.i'-. 

(These  terms  are  not  suggc-^ted  as  final  names  for  the  governing  bodies  or  courts)- 

II.    THE    PASTORAI,    CllARCF.    OR   CIRCUIT   OR   CONGKF.GATION'. 

A.  Charges  existing  pre\'ious  to  the  Unioti 

4.  In  the  management  of  their  local  affairs  the  various  charges,  circuits  or  congrega- 
tions of  the  united  denominations  shall  be  entitled  to  continue  the  organization  and  prac- 
tices enjoyed  bv  tl-em  at  the  time  of  union,  subject  to  the  general  legislation,  principles 
and  discipline  of  the  united  Church.  Their  representatives  in  the  next  higher  goveniing 
body  or  court  shall  be  chosen  as  at  present. 

.I.  The  plan  of  organization  preseril)ed  for  charges  to  be  formed  subsequent  to  the 
union  niiiy  at  any  time  be  adopted  by  any  charge,  circuit  or  congregation  existing  at  the 
time  of  union. 

,.  Xy'X  rh'iT^^-  cirr'.'.it  (ir  cunirn'iration  fonne*,!  prfvviiis  tn  the  union  sliall  be  eiUitled 
to  continue  the  practices  of  tiie  donoMimalion  to  which  it  belonged,  with  rt>six"cl  to  mem- 
licrship,  church  ordinaMccs.  Sunday  Schools  und   Young'  People's  Societies,  subject   to 
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Buch  modifications  as  may  be  made  by  the  General  Council,  Conference  or  Assembly  of  the 
united  Church. 

7.  Any  property  or  funds  owned  by  an  individual  church  "b^^g*-  «^^*J^°'  ';^- 
gregation  at  the  time  of  the  union,  and  vested  in  truste^  for  the  be"ef  "^  t^^*  "J^^^^^ 
Sot  for  the  denon,ination  of  which  that  charge  formed  ^P*^' «'»'^'^°*^?i!f^*t,rty 
any  legislation  of  the  united  Church  without  the  consent  of  the  charge  for  which  property 

is  held  in  trust. 

B.  Charges  to  be  formed  subsequent  to  the  Union. 

8.  The  liberty  of  the  individual  charge  shaU  be  recognized  to  the  fuUest  extent  com- 

patible  with: 

(a1  The  oversight  of  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  charge  by  the  minister  (or  ministers), 
and  a  body  of  men  specially  chosen  and  set  apart  or  ordained  for  that  work; 

(b)  The  efficient  co-operation  of  the  representatives  of  the  various  departmentsiof 
the  work  of  the  charge  by  means  of  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  least     ..arterly,  and 

(c)  The  hearty  co-operation  of  the  various  indi%idual  charges,  circuits  or  congrega- 
tions in  the  general  work  of  the  united  Church. 

9  New  charges  shall  be  formed  with  the  consent  of  the  Presbyteo',  District  Meeting 
or  \!sociation  bv  persons  residing  within  its  bounds,  who  declare  their  adherence  to  the 
principle  of  the  uniTed  Church,  and  their  desire  for  the  formation  of  such  charge.  Missions 
Lav  be  organized  as  charges  by  Pi^sbjtery  or  District  Meeting  or  Association  of  its  o.vn 
motion  or  on  'he  suggestion  of  the  Missionary  Suiienntendent  or  Pastor,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  General  Council,  Conference  or  .Vssemblv  may  pass. 

Before  sanctioning  the  formation  of  a  new  charge,  the  I'resbyterjv  District  Meeting 
or  Association  i.s  required  tn  hear  and  consider  the  representations  of  any  charge  that 
may  be  affected  by  the  proposed  action. 

10.  The  member  of  ■>  charge  who  are  entitled  to  all  church  privileges  are  those  who 
on  a  profession  of  their  a  in  Jesus  Chri.t  and  obedience  to  Hini  hav^  been  rece  ed 
into  communion.  The  ..  Mren  of  such  persons  nre  members  of  the  Cnurch,  and  it  is 
their  duty  and  privilege,  when  'hey  reach  the  age  of  discretion,  to  enter  into  communion. 

Members,  male  and  female,  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  church 
or  congregation.  Admission  to  membership  shall  be  by  the  action  of  the  .>'>'>»«'er  ^°d 
ciders,  leaders  or  deacons,  and,  where  desired,  by  the  action  of  the  communicants  also. 

11.  The  members  of  a  pastoral  charge  should  moot  annually,  and  more  frequently 
if  deemed  advisable. 

\o  The  minister  (or  ministers)  and  elders,  deacons  or  leaders,  and  loca.  preachers, 
,hal'  have  oversight  of  the  spiritual  interest  of  the  charge  or  congregation.  The  manage-

11.  It  .shall  be  the  duty  of  the  minister  and  elders,  deacons  or  leaders  and  local  preach- 
ers, to  have  the  oversight  of: 

(1)  The  .idmission  and  demission  of  members. 

(■2)  'fhc  conduct  of  members,  with  power  to  cxcrcirse  disripline. 

(..T)  The  disiiensation  of  the  saciamonts.

(4)  The  religious  training  of  the  young. 

(5)  The  order  of  piil)lic  worship,  including  the  service  of  praise. 

(6)  The  care  of  the  poor,  and  the  visiting  of  the  sick.     It  shall  also  be  their  duty: 

(7)  To  receive  and  judge  petitions,  etc..  from  members. 

(8)  To  transmit  petitions,  appeals,  etc.,  to  Presbyterj-,  District  Meeting  or  .Association. 

(9)  To  recommend   suitable  candidates  for  the   ministrj'. 

1.5.  The  stewards  or  managers  shall  be  chosen  by  the  congregation  annually,  and, 
wherever  practicable,  sho  ;'d  be  members  in  full  communion.  It  shall  be  their  duty 
to  secure  contributions  for  ■(nffregational  purpc^es.  and  to  disburse  the  moneys  received 
for  these  purposes. 

1(3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  or  board: 

(1)  To  secure  contributions  for  missionar}-  and  other  general  objects  of  the  Church. 

(2)  To  select  representatives  of  the  charge  to  the  Presbj-terj-,  District  Meeting  or 
.Association. 

(3)  To  submit  to  the  charge  or  congregation  for  their  consideration  reports  on  the 
life  and  work  of  the  charge,  including  e.stimates  of  expenditure. 

(4)  To  attend  to  matters  affecting  the  charge  not  a.s,signed  to  any  of  the  other  bodies. 

17.  The  prol^erty  of  the  tongregation  is  held  by  trustees  appointed  by  the  congregation, 
in  a  manner  to  be  outlined  in  a  model  trust  deed.  This  model  deed  should  state  tha»  the 
property  is  held  by  the  congregation  as  a  congregatio-  of  the  united  Church,  and  such 
deed  shall  further  provide  that  no  proiwrty  so  held  shall  be  sold,  exchanged  or  in  any 
manner  encumbere<l  unless  the  Presbyterj-.

(11  To  have  the  oversight  of  the  charges  within  its  bounds,  and  review  their  records, 
and  to  fonn  new  charges. 

(2)  To  receive  and  dispose  of  pe'itio's  and  appeals  from  the  lower  governing  boflies 
or  courts. 

(.'!)  To  transmit  i)etitions  and  apiwals  to  the  higher  governing  bodies  or  courts. 
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(4)  To  superintend  the  c.lucation  of  stndeul:>  looking  forward  to  the  nunistry,  and 
to  certify  students  to  theological  halls. 

(5^  To  examine  and  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference,  Synod  or  Union,  can- 
didates for  the  ministry;  and  also  to  n-coniinond  the  ordination  of  probationers  for  the 
nunistry  who  have  fulftlled  the  prescribed   n-cimrements. 

(6)  To  induct  or  install  pastors. 

(7)  To  deal  with  matters  sent  down  by  the  higher  governing  b.nlics  or  courts. 

(5)  To  adopt  measures  for  promoting  the  reUgious  lite  of  the  charges  within  (he 
boinuis.

(•')  To  legislate  on  matters  respecting  the  doctrine,  worshii),  membership  and  govern- 
ment of  the  Church,  subject  to  the  condition  tt-t  before  any  rule  or  law  relative  to  th  'se 
Mi'itt.-rs  can  become  a  pennanent  law,  it  nuk-  :  eive  the  approval  of  a  majority  ot  the 
l'resl)yteries.  District  Meetings,  or  .Associations,  or  if  advisable,  of  congregations. 

(3)  To  prescribe  and  r»>gulate  the  course  of  study  of  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
and  to  sanction  the  aduiisslon  of  ministers  from  other  churches. 

(4)  To  receive  and  dispose  of  petitions,  inomorials,  etc. 
(.,"))  To  dispose  of  ap|>eals. 

1,6)  To  conduct  the  mi^viionary  operations  of  the  Church. 
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(7)  To  have  charge  of  the  college*  of  the  Church,  and  to  take  what  measures  are 
deemed  advisable  for  the  promotion  of  Christian  education. 

(8)  To  appoint  committees  or  boards  and  officers  for  the  different  departments  of 
church  work,  and  to  receive  their  reports  and  give  them  instructions  and  authority. 

(0)  To  correspond  with  other  Churches. 

(10)  And  in  general  to  enact  such  legislation  and  adopt  such  measures  as  muy  tend 
to  promote  true  godliness,  repress  immorality,  preserve  the  unity  of  the  Church,  and  ad- 
yance  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  throughout  the  world.

3.  R1:.1'0RT  OF  THE  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MINISTRY. 

1.    PASTORAL   OFriCE,   INCLCDING   TERM   OF   SERVICE. 

Recognizing  the  desirability  of  preserving  the  esaenre  of  both  the  settled  pa.-*torat.; 
and  the  itinerancy,  this  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  harmony  of  both  principles 
is  possible,  and  that  the  best  features  of  both  systems  may  be  retained.  We  therefore 
recommend  as  follows: 

1.  The   pastoral  relation  shall   we  without   a  time-limit. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Church  tliat  everj'  congregation  shall  t-  j,  as  far  as 
possible,  a  pastorate  'vithout  interruption,  and  that  every  effective  minist'  shall  have 
a  charge. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  Settlement  Committee,  consisting  of  ministers  and  lajanen,  appoint- 
ed by  each  Sj-nod  or  Conference  f-nnually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  all  applications 
from  ministers  or  charges  for  settlements  within  the  section  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction. 
The  Settlement  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  or  at  the  call  of  the  chair. 

4.  Ministers  on  their  own  application,  and  a  pastoral  charge  through  its  governing 
body,  may,  at  the  end  of  any  one  year,  seek  a  change  of  pastoral  relation  by  application 
to  the  Settlement  Committee.     All  applications  must  be  in  writing. 

5.  -■Vcy  charge,  on  becoming  vacant,  may  extend  a  call  or  invitation  to  anv  property 
qualified  m^ister  or  ministers,  but  the  right  of  appointment  shall  rest  with  the  Settle- 
ment Committee. 

6.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  at  any  time,  and  the  congregation  faihng  to 
make  a  ..1,  the  Settlement  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  make  an  appointment 
to  such  vacancy  for  the  current  year,  after  consultation  with  the  congregation  or  its  gov- 
erning board. 

7.  The  Settlement  Committee  shall  also  have  authority  to  initiate  correspondence 
with  ministers  and  charges,  with  a  view  to  completing  arrangements  to  secure  necessarj- 
and  desirable  settlements. 

(a)  Any  minister  shall  have  the  right  to  appear  before  the  Settlement  Committee  to 
represent  his  case  in  regard  to  his  appointment;  and  any  congregation  or  govemiDg  board 
may  also  appear  by  not  more  than  two  representatives,  properly  authorized  in  writing, 
appointed  from  among  its  members  at  a  regular  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  of  which 
proper  notice  has  been  given. 

(b)  TVhen  a  minister  chosen  by  a  congregation  cannot  be  settled,  the  congregation 
or  its  governing  board  may  place  other  names  before  the  Settlement  Committee.

8.  There  shall  be  also  a  committee  for  the  transfer  of  ministers  from  one  Synoa  or 
Conference  to  another,  which  may  be  composed  of  the  presiding  oHicer  of  the  highest 
court  of  the  Church,  'vho  shall  be  the  convener  and  chairman  of  the  committee,  together 
with  the  presiding  officers  of  the  several  Synods  or  Conferences.  This  committee  shaU 
have  authority  to  transfer  ministers  and  candidates  for  the  ministry  from  one  Synod  c 
Conference  to  another,  in  harmcny  with  the  plan  outlined  in  sections  3,  0,  7. 

9.  The  minister  in  charge  shall  be  the  presiding. oilicer  of  the  governing  body 
congregation  within  his  pastoral  charge. 

2.   TRAINING    FOR  THE    MINISTRY. 

to  On  the  subject  of  '  'raining  for  the  Ministry,"  the  (oinniittee  recommends  as 
foUows:  That  the  attainmeiii  of  a  D.A.  degree,  to  be  followed  by  three  years  in  the  study 
of  theology,  is  desirp.'-le;  but  in  cases  where  this  is  unattainable,  that  there  be  two  alterna- 
tive courees,  constituted  a<.  .oUows,  both  starting  from  university  matriculation: 

(1)  Three  years  at  least  in  Arts,  followed  by  three  years  in  theology,  and  th:it  before 
ordination,  or  contemporaneous  v^iih  his  college  course,  twelve  months  be  spent  in  preach- 
ing. 

(2)  Two  years  pre.'.ching  under  the  supervision  of  a  body  corresi)onding  to  a  District 
Meeting  or  Tresbylery,  with  appro  iite  studies,  and  four  years  of  a  mixed  Arts  and 
theological  course  in  college. 

(The  consideration  of  the  contents  of  the  retiuired  curricula  was  deferred  for  further 
consideration,  and  the  judgnu  .t  of  the  representatives  of  the  various  colleges  concerned 
is  to  be  solicited  as  to  the  same). 

11.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  Church  shall  have  power  to  authorize  the  ordaining 
of  any  pc     jn  to  the  ministry  if  it  shall  see  fit  so  to  do. 

12.  (1)  (The  subject  of  the  vested  rights  of  ministers  was  referred  bacU  to  the  Com- 
mittee). 

(T,  Candidates  for  the  ministry  who  have  entered  on  their  course  shall  be  aUowed 
to  complete  it  on  the  conditions  which  obtained  when  they  began. 

13.  That  no  candidate  be  received  for  the  ministry  unless  he  h.is  been  tirst  recom- 
mended by  a  body  corresponding  to  a  session,  a  quarteriy  board  or  a  local  church. 

14.  It  is  recommended  that  all  questions  relating  to  the  claims  of  supt>r.annuated 
ministers  be  referred  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Committee  on  Administrat.on. 

3.   THE   RELATION   OP   A    MINISTER   TO   THE    DOCTRINES    OF   THE    CHURCH. 

The  Committee  recommends; 

1  That  the  duty  of  inquiry  into  the  personal  character,  doctrinal  behefs  andjgeneral 
fitness'  of  candidates"for  the  ministry  shaU  be  laid  upon  the  Presbyterv-,  District  Meeting 
or  Association. 

(The  remaining  clauses  of  this  section  were  deferred  for  further  consideration).

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4.  REPORT  OF  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  ADMINISTRATION. 

(11    MIN'ISTEItlAL    SUPPORT. 

After  a  free  exchange  of  views  on  this  topic,  the  Committee  agree<l  to  record  its  belief 
that  in  the  working  out  of  I'nion,  the  result  .should  be  the  amalgamation  of  many  con- 
gregations ;  and  tluit  the  aim  of  the  laiited  ("hurc^h  should  be  to  make  *he  minimum  salary 
.at  l(":i.st  $1.0()0  p.'r  annum,  with  manse  or  parsonage. 

(2)    MISSIONS. 

The  Committeo  was  agreed  that  the  differences  between  these  Churches  in  their  man- 
agomeiit  of  Home  .Mi.ssions  arc  (luite  capable  of  adjastment ;  and  that  nodilficulty  is  likely 
to  arise  in  the  consolidation  of  the  work  in  the  foreign  field,  the  three  Churches  being 
eiig:iiX(xl  in  foreign  work  in  ditTerent  countries,  or  at  least  in  different  districts  of  a  countrj-, 
and  their  methods  of  admini.stration  in  their  foreign  work  being  practically  identical. 

(3)  UENKVOLENT    FUND3. 

The  di.'-cussion  showed  that  the  ditTerences  in  the  administration  of  these  funds  in 
the  nogntiaiing  churches  are  so  great  that  serious  diH'culty  will  lie  experienced  in  amal- 
gamating them,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  serious  dilliculty  was  overcom.'  in  pre\-ious 
unions,  the  Committee  is  not  without  hojie  that  a  solution  of  the  problem  may  be  found 
that  will  conserve  all  vested  rights  without  .s.acrificing  the  future  usefulness  of  the.se  fumls. 

(4)  PUULISHING    I.NTERE8TS. 

While  it  was  pointeti  out  that  the  proOts  of  the  .Methodist  Book  Room  l>elong  to  the 
Suijeraniiuation  Fund  of  tint  Church,  the  Committee  discovered  no  serioiLs  dilliculty  in 
the  way  of  the  amalgamation  of  the  publishing  interests  of  the  three  t'hurche.s, 

(.5)    COI.LEtiES. 

The  Committee  felt  that,  while  the  mniiber  of  educational  in.stitutions  connected 
with  the  threi'  Cliurches  is  greater  than  may  be  required  by  the  Cnited  (Uiurch,  the  ad- 
justment of  this  matter  would  probably  involve  no  serious  dilliculfy;  .and  with  a  view  to 
.securing  lulditiotjal  iiiforinution,  the  Conunittec  deeiiled  to  ask  permission  to  confer  with 
the  represeiUatives  of  these  cdiicMtional  in.-tilulioii,^  who  are  members  of  the  .Joint  Ciim- 
luittee. 

it  w;is  resolved  to  recommend  the  'ietieral  Committee  to  reipie^t  the  representatives 
of  the  .Mission  Hoards,  the  represent  stives  of  the  publishing  interests,  the  repre.sentatives 
of  the  benevolent  funds,  and  the  icpre.sentatives  of  the  colleL'es  under  the  care(>f  t  he 
several  Churches,  to  meet  it.  their  various  localities  and  consider  ipiestions  alVectina  the 
dilTerenl  interests  involveil.  formulate  their  suggestions  and  send  them  forward  to  the 
Secretary  of  their  sub-e.immittee  with  a  view  to  ex|)ediling  the  work  of  the  Conmuttee 
whi'n  it   comes  \<>  deal   »ilh  these  .piestions  i;,  detail.

The  remuneration  of  home  missionaries  in  the  Presbyleriim  Church  varies  from  Sti.'iO 
to  Sl'2."),  acconling  to  the  domestic  circumstances  of  the  missionary,  and  the  cost  ol  living 
in  the  locality  in  which  he  is  labouring,  in  augmented  charges  the  salaries  of  married 
men  range  from  S,SOO  and  a  manse  to  S.S.'>0  and  a  manse,  according  to  the  locality,  the  .Vug- 
mentation  Committee  being  .luthorized  to  go  even  beyond  the  latter  figure  where  the  cost 
of  living  may  render  a  larger  .-^alary  necessary. 

The  minimum  sti[)end  in  .self-sustaining  congregations  i.-,  $s(K)  |icr  annum  and  a  manse, 
which  is  an  advance  of  SJO  upon  llie  minimum  that  obtained  previous  to  last  year.

The  colleges  belongi;  .:  to  the  Presbyterian  Church     re   five  in  number. 

1.    PRESBYTERIAN    COLLEGE,    HALIFAX. 

This  college  is  a  purely  Theological  Institution,  having  no  Preparatorj-  Department. 
Itjcnjoys  the  scrA-ices  of  four  professors  and  one  lecturer,  the  salaries  of  ll.e  professors 
being  from  *2.000  to  82,400.  During  the  pa-st  ten  years  the  attendance  of  students  has 
ranged  between  HO  and  4.">.  Tlie  endowinent  amounts  to  $170,000.  The  college  property 
consists  of  ten  uores  of  land,  and  two  college  buildings  valued  at  $(iO,(XK).  The  annual 
revenue  from  congregational  contrihutioii.s  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  ?(i,(XX1. 

2.    PRESHYTKKIAN    COLLEGE,    MONTREAL. 

This  institution  has  a  Hterary  course  which  some  stiidcnls  are  allowed  to  take  in  place 
of  the  regular  university  course  before  entering  on  tlie  study  of  thooi("::y.  Tlie  professors 
number  four,  and  the  lecturers  11.  The  salaries  of  the  iirofe.ssors  are  from  .'*2,.")(X)  to 
$3,000,  and  of  the  lecturers  from  *1(M)  to  S,=)(K).  The  students  in  preparation  for  theology 
number  1.')  :\tic1  tliose  I'ncasted  in  the  -tudy  of  theology  211.

Children  of  all  ages  are  admitted,  and  carried  forward  to  matricu- 
lation in  London  University  and  for  the  Khodes  Scholarship. 

2.   MOUNT    ALLISON   UNIVEESITY,   SACKVILLE. 

Has  full  university  powers  and  maintains  complete  and  elliiient  faculties  in  Arts 
and  Theology,  and  prepares  students  for  entrance  on  the  thir.i  year  of  the  course  of  Applied 
Science  in  .McGill  I'niversity.  Honor  courses  arc  provided  in  Classic.^,  Mathematics, 
Science,  Phil&sophy  and  in  English  Language  and  Literature.  Is  aililiated  "ith  th« 
University  of  .McGill  in  .\pplied  Science  and  .Medicine,  and  in  I.;uv  with  Dalhousie  Law 
School.  Professors  and  lecturers  in  Arts,  10;  Theology,  3,  and  Applied  Science,  4:  or  13 
individuals  in  all.  l{egi.stered  students  in  .\rts,  lull  course,  110;  partial  courses,  70,  and 
Science,  2.5,  and  Theology,  lr>. 

3.    MOINT    ALLISON    LADIEs'    COLLEGE.

In  (he  Congregational  CaUlrh  lln-ir-  an-  Iwi.  ScK-ietie.-.  ealli-d  the  Caiiadi.ui  Coimn- 
gational  Wouien's  Hoard  of  Missions,  and  ilir  Woman's  Ho.ard  of  Missions  of  No\a  Sentia 
and  New  Hrunswick. 
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SUPPORT    OF    THE    AGED     AND     I.NFIKM     MINISTERS     ANn    OF    MINISTKRs'    WIDOWS 

AND    ORPHANS. 

In  the  Presbj-terian  Church  an  Aged  and  Infinn  Ministers'  Fund  is  maintained.  The 
rates  payable  by  ministers  who  connect  themselves  with  this  fund  vary  according  to 
age,  ranging  from  $5.60  at  the  age  of  2.3  to  $20  at  the  age  of  .55.  The  annuities  paid  are 
based  on  the  number  of  years  of  serWce,  the  amount  allowed  after  10  ^ears  being  $75; 
for  each  additional  year  after  10  up  to  .30,  $10;  and  for  each  additional  year  after  "0  up 
to  40.  *12.o0.  Ministers  who  have  paid  no  rates  receive  one-third  of  the  amount  they 
would  have  been  ontlaed  to  had  they  connected  themselves  with  the  fund.  \  miniter 
who  is  only  partially  disaliled  may  recei\e  one-half  the  annuity  that  would  have  been 
due  him  in  tl.j  event  of  complete  disablement.  The  nwnber  of  ministers  at  present  reci;iv- 
ing  annuities  is  100,  and  the  total  endowment  amounts  to  $229,335. 

In  the  Presbyterian  Church  there  is  also  a  Widows'  and  t)rphans'  Fund.  The  rat  !s 
for  ministei-s  joining  this  fund  are  S8  per  annum  for  those  under  35  yeare  of  age,  $10  be 
tween  35  and  40,  and  $12  between  40  and  50.  The  aimuity  payable  to  a  widow  is  Sl.JO, 
with  $20  additional  for  one  child,  •?3ii  for  two  children.  $50  for  three,  and  $10  for  each 
additional  child.  -No  child  over  oighteen  receives  an  annuity.  The  number  of  widows 
drawing  annuities  is  133  and  of  children  39.  The  revenue  of  both  these  committees  is 
derived  partly  from  the  invested  capital  and  partly  from  annual  congregational 
collections. 

The  funds  for  the  above  purposes  in  tlie  Methodist  Church  are  under  two  Boards 
of  Management.  In  the  Western  Conference,  including  Toronto,  London,  Hamilton, 
Rav  of  yuiiite,  Montreal,  .Manitoba  and  the  .\  )rth-West,  British  Columbia  and  Japan 
Conferences,  it  is  called  the  Superannuation  Fmi,  of  the  .Methotlist  Church.  The  sources 
o  income  for  the  riuperannuatiun  Fund  consist  ot  .terest  on  invested  capital,  ai)proi)ria- 
tions  from  the  Book  and  Publishing  House,  atmual  stibscription  of  ministers  and  pro- 
bationei-s  for  the  ministry,  contributions  from  circuits  .and  domestic  missions,  ai;d  pay- 
ments by  or  on  behalf  of"ministers  who  are  not  in  the  regul.ir  pastorate  in  lieu  of  circuit 
contributions.  The  ami\i,il  suljscription  of  each  minister  and  probationer  in  the  active 
service  of  the  Church  .onsists  of  a  ix-rcontase  of  hi^  salary  ranging  from  3.1  jier  cent,  to  4 
per  cen*.  upon  salaries  ranging  from  $.")01  to  the  highest  limit,  but  in  no  ca.se  shall  the 
subscription  be  less  than  *15  per  annum.  The  scale  of  arnuities  runs  from  $1.S  per  year 
for  four  years'  ser\ice  up  to  $25s  for  29  years  of  .-service,  with  the  proviso  that  fur  30  years 
or  uiiwards  of  service  $9  shall  be  p.^id  for  each  such  year. 

Widows  of  ministers,  l)eing  members  ol  the  .Methodist  Church,  receive  two-thirds 
of  the  amount  their  liusbands  would  have  received  and  lor  the  same  term  of  years.  Kach 
cuild  of  a  I.  cease^i  minisHT,  it  such  child  was  born  after  its  lather  was  received  into  full 
connection  with  tlic  Coiilereiice,  receives  an  aimuity  of  $'20  up  to  Ki  years  of  ajje.  An- 
nuitie.>  m;iy  be  commuted  in  acconlaTice  with  certain  regulations  found  in  the  Discipline. 
The  payment  of  annuities  shall  continue  after  siiperaimnalioi!  during  the  term  r)f  the 
naturiillile  of  tlie  Ix'iieliciary.  providing  he  has  rendered  23  years  of  .-ervice  to  the  Church.

Till'  Su|iernuin  >rary  Ministers'  and  Ministers'  Widows'  Fund  of  the  Melliodist  Church 
performs  ilie  sami-  I'unctions  for  <he  brethren  of  the  i:a.stern  Conferences,  their  widows 
and  orphaned  children,  as  are  iwrfonne.l  by  the  Sii|)eraiinuation  Fund  for  the  Western 
Confennices  with  some  important  differences  in  its  regulations,  loo  numerous  to 
specify. 

The  provident  funds  of  tin'  Conitregational  Cliurch  are  voluntary,  and  arc  divided  into 
Widows'  and  llrphans'  Branch  and  the  lietiring  Ministers'  Branch. 
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ASSEMBLY     SYNOD     PRES'lYTERY     CONFERENCE   AND    UNION    FUNDS. 

In  the  Presbyterian  Church  all  congr  ^gationa  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  Aa- 
aembly,  Synod  and  Presbytery  Funds  according  to  their  numerical  and  financial  strength. 
These  funds  are  used  for  the  purpof^  of  meeting  the  expenses  connected  with  the  different 
Court!  of  the  Church  respectively. 

In  the  Methodist  Church  ihe  General  Conference  Fund  provides  for  the  salary,  office 
and  travelling  expenses  of  the  General  Superintendent,  expenses  of  Standing  Committee* 
and  Boards  of  General  Conference  no  otherwise  provided  for,  travelling  expenses  of  dele- 
gates to  General  Conference  and  othe:  expenses  incident  to  the  meeting  and  work  of  the 
General  Conference.  It  is  apportioned  amongst  the  several  circuits  and  missirns  of  the 
Church. 

The  Contingent  Fund,  which  id  also  used  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  cases  of  special 
affliction  and  defraying  extraordinary-  expenses  mcurred  in  the  services  of  the  Church, 
pays  the  expenses  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  governing  body  of  the  local  church  is 
supposed  to  make  an  allowance  to  cover  travelling  expenses  to  District  Meeting. 

CHURCH,   MANSE    AND    PAflSONAGE    BUILDING   FUND. 

In  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  addition  to  the  fund  that  was  established  some  years 
ago  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  mission  fields  and  weak  congregations  in  the  erection  of 
churches  and  manses  in  the  North-West,  and  whose  capital  is  about  $34,000,  two  similar 
funds  have  lately  been  established  to  aid  in  church  and  manse  building  in  the  .iission 
fields  and  augmented  charges  in  New  Ontario. 

In  the  Methodist  Church  Social  Unions  exist,  having  as  a  branch  of  their  work  church 
extension  in  the  more  needy  neighborhoods  of  our  cities.  There  is  also  a  "Church^and 
Parsonage  Aid  Fund"  of  the  Methodist  Church,  exclusive  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Conference, 
which  is  allowed  to  manage  its  own  fund  for  this  purpose.  It  makes  loans  at  low  rates  of 
interest.  It  receives  legacies  and  donations,  and  under  careful  regulation  carries  on  a 
system  of  loans.    The  capital  at  present  is  about  $26,000. 

TEMPERANCE,    PROHIBITION   AND    .MORAL   KEFOKM. 

The  General  Conference  at  its  last  session  established  a  new  Depart u nut  with  the 
above  title.  The  Board  of  Management  consists  of  the  General  Superintendent  of  the 
Church,  the  General  Secietarj'  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  otlier  members  divided 
into  groups  representing  the  diflerent  sections  of  the  Dominion  and  Newfoundland.  In 
case  of  emergency  all  these  groups  may  be  gathered  together  for  consultation  and  united 
action.  Under  ordinary  conditions  the  representatives  of  the  Ontario  Conferences  have 
all  the  powers  of  the  Board.  The  Board  is  vested  with  the  general  oversit^ht  of  our  Tem- 
perance, Prohibition  and  Moral  Hefonn  work  throughout  the  Church,  and  has  authority 
to  make  representations  to  Governments,  Legislatures  and  Parliament,  in  harmony  with 
the  declared  principles  and  policy  of  the  ticneral  Conference  on  all  these  matters,  and  ha8 
power  to  arrange  for  the  publication  and  circulation  of  suitable  literature.  The  revenue 
of  the  Board  consists  of  annual  collections  taken  on  each  circuit  and  mission  of  the  Church. 
This  tne.-ins  of  support  has  been  found  quite  suilicient  to  meet  all  inancial  demands.  The 
declared  poUcy  of  the  Conference  covers  all  questions  that  ma\  arise  under  the  general 
head  of  Christian  Citizeiiship,  and  the  purpose  of  the  Department  is  to  interpret  the  laws 
of  the  Ivingdom  of  God  'nto  the  social  and  civic  Ufe  of  the  [leople  and  to  promote  the  ob- 
servance of  temperance. 

THE    METHODIST    BOOK    ROOM. 

The  Methodist  Book  Hooni,  situated  in  Toronto,  and  .laving  branches  in  Montreal 
and  Halifax,  is  the  proi>crty  of  the  Methodist  Cliurcli.  Its  net  capital  is  now  about  $450,- 
000.  The  profits  for  t  he  quadrenniuin  from  IMt'.l  to  l<,t02  were  $84,891.02.  *-)f  this  amount 
$43..')00  was  appropriated  to  the  Superannuation  Fund.  The  eastern  section  of  the  Book 
Committee,  which  deals  with  the  business  done  at  Halifax,  wl-.ere  the  Wcsleyan  is  published, 
also  carries  on  a  profitable  business. 
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DEACONESS   WORK. 

4  branch  of  work  not  undertaken  by  cither  of  the  other  churches  now  negotiating 
a  uasis  of  union,  but  which  is  undertaken  by  the  Methodist  Church,  has  headijuarters 
in  Toronto  in  the  buildinc  knowTi  as  tlie  Deaconess  Home  and  Training  School.  Its  work- 
ers, nuniberinp;  Mi,  are  distributed  from  Winniiieg  to  St.  John's,  -Nfld.,  carr\-ing  relief, 
L'ccxi  cheer  and  spiritual  counsel  into  the  homes  of  tnousands  of  people.  The  Board 
owns  property  worth  moit;  than  $10,000.  The  training  school  prepares  students  for  aU 
kinds  of  helpt"ul  Christian  work.  The  course  of  study  consists  of  the  departments  of  Bible 
■Study,  History  and  Doctrine,  .Xppliod  Christianity,  Elementary-  Medicine  and  Aesthetics; 
and  "the  students  receiye  instni.-tion  from  H4  lecturers  and  tutors,  besides  enjoying  the 
])rivile>;cs  of  the  Lillian  .M.vssey  School  of  Domestic  Science. 
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
